MULTI-MILLION  FUND  DRIVE  UNDERWAY 

The  Avila  College  Board  of  Trustees  has  announced  a 
five-year  fund  raising  campaign  goal:  $4,350,000. 

Since  1965  when  total  enrollment  was  325,  the  college 
has  reached  a 1971  enrollment  of  over  750.  This 
growth  attests  to  the  wide  acceptance  of  Avila's  pro- 
grams, and  has  yielded  the  name  of  our  campaign: 
Avila's  "Something  to  Grow  About''  campaign. 

While  this  growth  speaks  for  the  excellence  of  Avila's 
programs;  it  simultaneously  creates  some  difficult 
situations  caused  by  inadequate  classroom,  library  and 
office  space. 

The  fast-growing  Department  of  Nursing  has  since 
1965  more  than  tripled  its  enrollment.  Nursing  faculty 
and  office  space  is  severely  crowded.  The  closing  of 
five  local  hospital  nursing  schools  will  put  additional 
nursing  students  at  Avila's  door. 

The  Avila  library  has  been  housed  since  1963  in 
"temporary"  quarters  on  the  lower  floor  of  the  Admin- 
istration Building. 

A campaign  for  a Fine  Arts  Theatre  Building,  begun 
three  years  ago,  yielded  $620,000  toward  its  $1 ,000,000 
estimated  cost.  The  redesigning  of  the  building  to 
include  nursing  classroom  and  office  space,  and  the 
inflation  have  elevated  the  projected  cost  of  that 
building  to  $1,600,000.  Construction  of  the  Goppert 
Theatre  and  Nurse  Education  Center  should  begin  in 
1972. 

The  library,  estimated  at  a cost  of  $2,000,000  should  be 
under  construction  by  1976. 

A team  of  volunteers  met  Monday,  September  20  to 
kick  off  the  campaign  under  the  leadership  of  Ronald  ). 
Bennett,  Helm  Lillis,  Doug  Letts,  and  Jack  Kitchin.
